An outline, stated with 
telegraphic brevity, is all that can be 
given. 
Let me ask youjto keep two things in 
mind. 
First ■ the Bible is not an easy 
book to interpret. 
Its truths are for all 
time, but it is anjeastern book. Its moral 
laws are like the rays of the sun for 
clearness, writ so large that he who runs 
may not err therein; but what it has to 
tell us is couched |in the warm, vivid, 
picturesque language of the Last. 
It is 
an oriental book. 
It is not easy for us to get into its way 
of thinking. 
We talk in a matter of fact 
way. 
Not so the folk of the East. 
I hey 
speak in pictures, parables, and with a 
rich many-colored imagery. 
When we 
take their glowing pictures as hard, cold 
fact, we not only miss their truth and 
beauty, we betray our lack of imagina­ 
tion. 
Here is the secret of much error. 
To get at the soul[and secret of the 
Bible, we must, as!it|were, let the authors 
read it to us. 
We must, if not literally, 
at least imaginatively, go back into the 
age of St. Paul, sit'by his side and watch 
him as he writes; put ourselves in his 
place, see through his atmosphere; feel 
as he felt. 
In no other way can we know 
what he is saying. 
If one can not do 
this, he cannot teach the Bible. 
Indeed we must do this with any great 
book. 
And then it will become a living 
voice which speaks from heart to heart. 


Again; the[ Bible is not a book of theo­ 
ries. 
It is a book of facts. 
Tradition has 
given us what ¡purports to 
be% “ The 
Apostle’s Creed.” 
But the fact that it is 
a formula shows that the Apostles never 
saw it. 
The faith of| the early Christians was 
not a philosophy but a fact. 
Jesus had 
lived, died, and rose again— this they 
knew and infilled Ihem with a new fire 
and a new hope. 
They went up and 
down the earth telling this fact; never 
once did they try[to explain it. 
They did 
not have time. 
Nor did they have the 
acumen to split a hair between the north 
and the northwest side. 
The historic Christ, the concrete man, 
was the object of their faith and love. 
They were [ under the spell of his life. 
Their creed was Christ. 
The bonds that 
held them together were love for him and 
faith in bis victory over death. This,also, 
was the burden| and charm of their gospel 
— it was the good news. 
It was their joy 
to tell this story. 
The church grew. 
The apostles died. 
The spell of the personality of Jesus was 
lifted. Men began[ to reason. The Greeks 
sought after wisdom. 
They tried to ex­ 
plain Christianity. 
And so we have end­ 
less theories. 
W e must go back of all 
these dogmas to the facts. 
It is not easy 
to do this. 
"D ogm atic Christianity, says Adolph 
Harnack, "was the work of the Greek 
spirit on gospel soil.” 
It is Greek phil­ 
osophy trying to explain the religion of 
Jesus. 
Not the philosophy of Socrates or 
Plato, but Greek philosophy in its decay. 
T he Christian magnet drew to itself the 
fag-ends and scraps of Greek speculations 
— and this is what we have set before us 
as the very truth of God. 
Tim e does not permit me to go into de­ 
tail. 
I shall do so in the future. 
But 
what I have said is true. 
It is a fact of 
history —and facts have hard heads.

In tak ing this attitude they were In 
exact accord with other property own­ 
ers whose money was invested in enter­ 
prises not so public in tbelr nature. The 
landlord whose building s w ere devoted 
to offices did not tear them down and 
erect new' ones when rem inded th a t 
Newr 
York, 
Chicag o 
and scores of 
American 
cities 
had 
revolutionized 
th a t ty pe of architecture. 
The dens 
off Fleet street and the Strand w*ere 
g ood enoug h for Dombey & Son, and 
the squalid quarters of the Cheshire 
Cheese served to meet the dem ands of 
Samuel Johnson and Oliver Goldsmith. 
W hy tear them down in Im itation of a 
nation which was woefully lacking in 
antiquities and traditions? 
Some of 
the hotels y ielded to a popular dem and 
nieipal farm s and other enterprises 
j t ° T elevators, so they put them in and 
called them “lifts,” but absolutely re­ 
fused to consider any such wild ey ed 
scheme as a sy stem of plum bing w'hich 
would provide hot and cold w ater in 
rooms occupied by their g uests. 
Nor Is 
there a hotel in G reat B ritain which I 
have seen or heard of th at has adopted 
this “modern im provem ent.” 
W ith these and a thousand other ex­ 
am ples to fortify his course, it is small 
wonder th at thé Eng lish Investor in 
street railw ay s, g as plants and sim ilar 
quasi public enterprises declined to 
y ield to the g rowing dem and for bet­ 
ter service. He w*as equally deaf to the 
representatives of private m anufactur­ 
ers who urg ed th a t by the introduction 
of electricity and other “innovations” 
an increased efficiency could be ob­ 
tained which would show in increased 
dividends. 
lie would not listen to a 
w ord,of it. T hat which had been g ood 
enoug h for his fath er was g ood enoug h 
for him. 
Such was the attitude of the private 
capitalist in G reat Britain when the 
public ownership movement had its 
birth, ami such Is bis attitude a t the 
present moment. 
H e does not believe 
in any novelty not of his own inven­ 
tion, and he has neither the taste nor 
the talent for invention. Ile therefore 
stood still, and the public ran over him. 
I am unable to find any record th a t the 
Eng lish capitalist offered any decided 
opposition to this trag edy . Certainly he 
did not become excited over it. T hat 
w ould not have been In g ood form. He 
sim ply waited and w atched the proces­ 
sion pass, l ’ublic ownership becam e a 
recog nized institution w ithout his sanc­ 
tion, assent, dissent, com ment or ex­ 
citem ent. 
Eng land has adopted public ow ner­ 
ship for the sim ple reason tin* private 
capitalists refused to properly m anag e 
private mum » polies. There was no sen­ 
tim ent about it. There w as no appeal 
to hig h economic ideals. There w as no 
academ ic discussion. 
It did not even 
form a partisan issue and was rarely a 
plank in a local platform . 
And despite all this there has been 
accomplishtsl one of the most trem en­ 
dous industrial and economic revolu- 


which have been com pleted or are in 
prog ress of construction. 
I had been 
led to believe from reiterated state­ 
m ents in various publications th a t a 
pow erful and ag g ressive m inority of 
the 
Eng lish 
people 
were 
array ed 
ag ainst any extension of m unicipally 
owned w ork s and th a t throug h their in­ 
fluence a bait bad been called. 
The sim ple truth of the m atter is that 
there is no org anized opposition in 
G reat B ritain ag ainst the public own­ 
ership of utilities which naturally tend 
to monopolize control. There are indi­ 
viduals who protest ag ainst w hat has 
been done and who sound w arning s 
ag ainst all th a t is proposed, but their 
feeble activity makes not the slig htest 
im pression on the collective Eng lish 
mind. 
The cjtizens and taxpay ers of that 
country have accepted public ow ner­ 
ship and have installed It as a fixed in­ 
stitution. 
They act and speak as if 
they have forg otten th a t any other sy s­ 
tem ever existed. They do not consider 
new projects as experim ents, but as 
Investm ents. The few privately #owned 
street railw ay s are looked ou as curios­ 
ities. 
The intellig ent observer of this de­ 
velopm ent is alm ost bewildered by the 
paradox w hich it presents. The E ng ­ 
lish individual—as an individual—is the 
most conservative in the world. He is 
devotedly wedded to th a t which was. 
H e venerates th a t which is old. An­ 
tiquity is a standard of value. H e re­ 
veres th at which an Am erican scorns 
as obsolete and scoffs a t Innovations of 
dem onstrated utility . He prefers a res­ 
idence g uiltless of plum bing and an of­ 
fice building w ithout an elevator or 
any of the modern conveniences. Be­ 
cause his ancestors did not know how 
to beat a building In w inter or venti­ 
late It in sum m er he Is content to suffer 
from the inclemencies of both seasons. 
Politically and economically all of his 
teachers were of the individualistic 
school. 
In fact, there w as no other 
school In G réât B ritain. G erm any was 
forced to listen to the radical theories 
of Kar« M arx and Ferdinand La Salle. 
France was ag itated by th e teaching s 
of St. Simon, Louis Blanc and others i ^ons sIne* the birth of modern clvlll- 
more or less visionary , Who contended 
for the suprem acy of collective over 1» - 
dlvidual effort.

Prop hetstown Defendant in Heav y 
Damage Snit for Death. 
Mary Berge, administratrix of the 
estate of the late Dav id Scbue, who 
was burned to death in the Prop hets­ 
town jail some time ago has filed suit 
against the v illage of Prop hetstown 
for the sum of $10,000. 
The p laintiff 
alleges in her bill that it was through 
the negligence of the v illage authori- 
ties that Schue came to his death and 
that the v illage jail was not a p rop er 
p lace in whica to confine p risoners of 
any kind. 
The tragedy concerning which this 
suit has been started took p lace in 
Prop hetstown last January . 
Schue, 
while intox icated, was p laced in the 
v illage calaboose. 
During the night 
the building took fire and was totally 
| destroy ed before the p risoner could 
be rescued. The coroner’s jury which 
inv estigated the case rendered a v er­ 
dict to the effect that Sohue himself 
i set tire to the jail and that the v illage 
was in no way resp onsible for his 
death. The p laintiff now sets forth,

A story of the downfall of a queen of 
the ball room is splendidly told in a 
book published by Henry Brothers of 
Chicago, whose ad. appears in this 
paper. The book is entitled “From 
Ball-Room to H ell” and points a moral 
on the evils of Dancing. 


The thoughts of the young people, 
and the older ones too, were stim u­ 
lated along the lines of bird and 
nature study by the lectures given on 
the subject yesterday afternoon and 
evening by Rev. R ett E. Olmstead of 
Earlvilie, 111. 
The 
lectures « .were 
held at the tabernacle and were illus­ 
trated with stereopticon pictures of 
birds, their nests and surroundings. 
A large audience was present at each 
lecture, the school children attending 
In numbers at both afternoon and 
evening sessions. 
The two lectures 
were practically the same. 
Rev. Olmstead began by quoting 
Thoreau who said th a t when he was 
in the woods physically and not spirit­ 
ually he was alarm ed—meaning th at 
one should take to the woods besides 
the mrre enjoyment of the moment a 
comprehension of God’s infinite good­ 
ness and omnipotence and a realiza­ 
tion of His wise ordering of N ature 
domain. 
The lecturer said th a t at 
no tim e did he feel more in accord 
with nature than when on some gusty 
lowery, rainy day he downed rubber 
bat and coat and sallied forth to spend 
several hours in the forest, listening 
to the calls of the birds and observing 
their habits and actions. One must 
put himself in haTmony with nature — 
in sympathy with the creatures of the 
wild. O ut door study is of much 
greater value than th a t gained from 
books and will add wonderfully to th e 
richness of life of the boys and girls. 
The first picture thrown upon the 
screen was th a t of “America’s back­ 
woodsman,” John J. Andubon, who is 
considered America’s greatest author­ 
ity on ornithology. 
Then followed 
pictures of the birds named, in many 
cases half a dozen views in different 
positions being given: 
Albino robin on her nest in a fir 
tree; blue bird, nest and eggs in a 
fence post, the picture being made 
with mirror set in tbe opening; parent 
blue birds and three young ones: towy 
cheering or 
swamp robin; prairie 
horned lark or meadow lark, meadow 
lark’s nest with cow-bird’s eggs among 
the lark’s eggs: purple finch; yellow 
bellied 
sap sucker: 
quail; 
blue- 
jay; 
chickadee 
or 
pboebe 
bird: 
grosbeak: downy woodpecker, scarlet 
tanagre; fox sparrow; long-eared owl, 
little brown creeper, crossbill; screech 
owl; nuthatch;red tailed or ben hawk; 
cooper hawk; great horned owl; whip- 
poor-will: night hawk. 
The series 
closed with pictures of Mabel Osgood 
W right, Fairfield, Conn.;OHve Thorne 
Miller, Florence M. Bailey and John 
Burroughs all of whom have done so 
ranch for the cause of nature study. 
The younger children in the audi­ 
ence became very restless before the 
lecture 
ended, causing 
considerale 
annoyance to those who really wished 
to en ioy the mat ters presented. These 
latter were greatly interested in the 
Rev. Olmstead’s description of the 
different phases of bird life. 
The main object of these lectures is 
to help people to see how much may 
be added to the pleasure and meaning 
of life by a closer walk with tbe 
birds. To be able to know them 
to 
call 
them 
by 
name, 
and to study them in all their varying 
and m inute habits, gives a richness to 
life th a t all too many miss because of 
their lack of acquaintance with and 
appreciation of the birds 
A {com­ 
paratively new field of thought and 
study has been opened up to the 
young people by 
means of 
these 
lectures, and it is hoped th a t many of 
them will take up the opportunities 
for research which lie close at hand 
for all.
